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U.S. Deploys Multiple Warhead MIRV Missiles

WASHINGTON - The United States reached an im- 


portant milestone Friday in the postwar development of 
arms technology by announcing that it had deployed 
multiple war* heads in some American intercontinental 
missiles. 


In a 70-word statement, the Air Force announced:. 


"We can now say that the Strategic Air Command has 
assumed responsibility for the first flight of these mis- 
siles at Minot Air Force Base, North Dakota." 


The statement said the first flight consisted of 10 


missiles and one launching control facility, but avoided 
stating explicitly that the triple warhead had been 
mounted on the missile. It was made clear, however, 
that SAC would not assume responsibility for missiles 
that wei'9 not operational. 


In the view of most weapons experts, the deploy- 


ment of these multiple, independently targeted re-entry 
vehicles, known as MIRVs, which were originally devel- 


oped in response to antiballistic missiles by the Soviet 
Union, heralds the opening of a new era in the strategic 
arms race. 


Heretofore, nuclear missiles have been equipped 


with one warhead per missile, but with MIRVs, each 
side in the arms race can now increase greatly the 
number of thermonuclear warheads it can launch with- 
out adding to the number of missiles. 


To its supporters, the MIRV represents an impor- 


tant advance in nuclear weaponry, primarily as a 
means to penetrate missile defenses. The deployment at 
Minot AFB is the first step in the planned replacement 
of 500 Minuteman I and II missiles with MIRVs. 


To its critics, the multiple warhead weapons repre- 


sent a dangerous new stage in the escalating arms race, 
a roadblock on the path to an agreement on the limita- 
tion of strategic arms, and an irreversible step in the 
direction of more nuclear weapons. 


Critics in the Senate and elsewhere have argued 


that the continued testing and deployment of MIRV 
would spur the Russians to continue their own tests. 


This, in turn, is expected to harden the bargaining 


positions of both sides at the Strategic Arms Limitations 
Talks now being held in Vienna, although Administra- 
tion and Defense Department figures have stated that 
the MIRV missiles can be scrapped if an agreement to 
that effect is reached with Russia. 


But the limitation or banning of MIRVs, once they 


are deployed, raises a problem. Instead of using spy 
satellites, the current conventional means, a MIRV 
agreement would require on-site inspection, a step that 
both the Soviets and the U.S. could be expected to re- 
sist. 


The planned deployment of 500 MIRVs over a period 


of years will add substantially in terms of numbers alone 
to the nation's offensive missile capability. The country 
is believed to have about 1,054 intercontinental ballistic 
missiles. 


The Mark 12 re-entry vehicle will contain three inde- 


pendently targetable nuclear warheads, each with the 
explosive power of about 200,000 tons of TNT, or 10 
times the power of the atomic bomb dropped on Hiroshi- 
ma. 


In addition to supplying multiple warheads for Us 


landbased missiles, the Pentagon announced that it will 
begin to equip nuclear-powered submarines with the Po- 
seidon missile, another kind of MIRV, early next year. 
The Poseidon, which will replace Polaris nuclear mis- 
siles on about 30 of 41 submarines, will carry more of 
the separate nuclear devices — perhaps as many as 14 
— of smaller explosive power. 


If all projected MIRVs are deployed on sea and 


land, and if the nation's bomber force remains static, 
the number of U.S. strategic nuclear warheads would 
rise to more than 10,000. The Russians, It is estimated, 
will have about 6,300.

Register Grievance 


Q. Since voting in the last general election, I have 


changed my name through marriage. I'Was unable to 
reregister before the June 2 primary election, and when 
I went to vote under my maiden name a former neigh- 
bor Working as a polling place official would not allow 
me to cast my ballot. I can't understand what difference 
it makes for me to vote under my maiden name. K. E.

A. Elections Code provisions against voting fraud re- 


quire a .person's legal name to coincide with his name 
on the registration sheet, said a spokesman for the Re- 
gistrar of Voters in Los Angeles. You can no longer le- 
gally sign your maiden name after you are married. 
Persons changing their name after the registration 
deadline — 54 days before an election —are allowed to 
vote anyway. But In your case, you should have reregis- 
tered under your new name immediately after your 
marriage. "Much voting fraud is hard to track down or 
stop," the spokesman said. "So we have to follow the 
regulations strictly."

Q. When my grandfather was in San Pedro Peninsula 


Hospital, he removed his dentures, wrapped them in 
some tissue and placed them on the food stand. He 
didn't have a cup to put: them in. A nurse came and 
cleared everything off the tray and threw it away.

because she is a Commun- 
ist. They called the action 
a violation of academic 
freedom and of the free- 
dom of speech guarantee 
under the First Amend- 
ment. 


INFORMED of the re- 


gents' long-expected action 
as she marched outside 
the State Building in Los 
Angeles to protest murder 
charges 
against 
some 


blacks accused of killing a 
prison guard, Miss Davis 
attributed it to "my politi- 
cal views."

retention, stressed that re- 
gents didn't fire her but 
simply decided not to re- 
new her one-year contract.

Whatever 
the reason, 


Louise Carlson left a large 
portion of her personal for- 
tune to help young people 
at California State College 
at Long Beach when she 
died. 


Her quarter-million dol- 


lar bequest — the largest 
ever given a state college 
for cultural affairs — will 
also benefit people of all 


ages in Long Beach who 
are patrons of the fine arts 
and cultural affairs. 


Miss Carlson, born in

died in Long Beach in

"This 
government believes that the current medical and social 
information does not justify all encompassing changes 
and will await the completion of the commission's final 
report with interest." The final report is due May 31,

SAN DIEGO UP) — Nineteen persons, including a 


fessor and his wife, Were convicted Friday of contempt 
of court by taking part in a campus demonstration and 
taken, chained and laughing, off to jail. 


The group, mostly young men and women, raised 


their arms .in clenched-fist' salutes as sheriff's officers 
led them through the courthouse. 


A bailiff said he decided to chain them "to keep 


everybody together." 


The sentences Varied. Among those given the max- 


ium five days in jail and $500 fine was Dr. Reinhard 
Lottau, a professor of literature at the University of Cal- 
ifornia at Sim Diego where the demonstration took place 
May 27. 


Superior Court Judge' William MaComber, who 


acquitted two other defendants and suspended the sen- 


tence given another, said Lettau's actions were "repre- 
hensible." 


Lettau's wife Veronique also was fined $500 and sen- 


tenced to five days in jail.

Another defendant and a spectator at the week-long 


trial were given five-day sentences Thursday. 


The defendants were charged with disregarding a 


court order fprbidding them from taking part in such a 
demonstration. 


In addition, nine of the defendants were charged in 


bench warrants served Friday with failure to leave the 
campus after being ordered by a court. If convicted, 
they face possible six-month jail sentences and fines. 


Chancellor William J. McGill testified at the trial 


that he was prevented from entering his office during 
the noisy antiwar demonstration.

GARDEN CLINIC 


By JOE LITTLEFIELD 


Tree azaleas grow just 


as easily as do bush aza- 
leas, providing they are 
planted properly, watered 
thoroughly, fed periodical- 
ly, and pruned at the right 
time. They, and the bush 
azaleas can be planted out 
almost any time of tho 
year, except during frosty 
cold and heavy rain spells. 


Proper planting involves 


setting them out in the 
same growing medium in 
which they grew in the 
containers. Most wholesale 
azalea growers use sphag- 
num peat moss/but some 
now prefer the German 
peat moss wliich has a 
coarser texture. 


THE PEAT moss should 


be moistened before use. 
The gardener should be 
able to squeeze a few 
drops of moisture from a 
handful of it. An azalea, 
plant allowed to get too 
dry in an all-peat-moss 
planting cannot absorb the 
water from a normal deep 
watering of the plant. The 
plant has to be dug up and 
dunked in a tub of water 
to resoak the root ball, 
then 
replanted 
in 
the 


ground. 


Planter mix formulated 


for azaleas, rhododendron, 
camellias and shade plants 
is a safer material for the 
gardener 
to set those 


plants in, because one-half 
of the mix contains two 
parts of fine ground bark. 
This is mixed with the oth- 
er half which is sphagnum 
peat moss. The bark in the 
mixture quickly absorbs the 
the water it can hold. 
The peat moss mixed with 
it gradually absorbs the 
mixture from the bark, 
and the whole root-ball 
plant area gets the maxi- 
mum watering. 


The plant hole should be 


twice the width of the root 
ball and two to four inches 
deeper .than the length of 
the root ball. 


The gardener should cut 


through the thick mass of 
fine roots of the outer por- 
tion of the root ball and 
across the bottom, then 
knead the root ball to loos- 
en it, Dunk the root ball in 
a bucket of water to be 
siire it'is thoroughly moist. 
Finger firm the peat moss 
or the mix. A well-firmed 
planted azalea plant re- 
quires much more time for

Ford Motor Company's fourth unit train (called 


FAST for Ford Auto Service Train) headed out of De- 
troit June 16 with a mass shipment of parts and finished 
automobiles for company assembly plants in California, 


The shipment marks the beginning of daily sched- 


uled fast service to the West. 


FAST is a Ford-pioneered system in which all rail 


freight traffic from plants in the Detroit area is consoli- 
dated at the Detroit, Toledo & Ironton (DT&I) Flat 
Rock Yard into nonstop, outbound trains to the compa- 
ny's outlying assembly plants. 


Following a year of research and experimentation, 


Ford's first unit train — also the first in the auto indus- 
try ->- traveled from Detroit to Atlanta and Louisville in 
June, 1969. 


"Last year's three test runs to Atlanta, Louisville 


and California cut loaded transit tame by 30 per cent -— 
resulting in faster delivery of Ford automobiles to west 
coast customers and parts to Ford plants," Richard 
Haupt, director of the company's Transportation and 
Traffic Office, said. 


"In addition, the FAST system uses freight cars 


more efficiently, minimizes damage and pilferage and 
achieves greater economies for both Ford and the rail- 
roads. Eventually, weplaji to expand the number of ori- 
gin and destination points and to schedule unit trains for 
departure from the .Flat 'Rock Yard to other cities on a 
daily basis."

After tjtte cars are unloaded at their 
destination, they are collected and formed into another 
unit train for .return to the Flat Rock Yard where they 
are redistributed to, Ford plants for reloading. 


The DT&I, Norfolk and Western, Union 'Pacific, »San- 


ta Fe and Southern Pacific lines are the carriers partic- 
ipating in the initial phase of the FAST system. Ford 
plans to include other railroads in the future.

bad image for visitors, it actually has a 
"negative and unhealthy effect" on the 
residents, according to Long Beach Plan- 
ning Director Ernest Mayer Jr. 


"I am personally -appalled ajid greatly 


offended by the uglification that we have 
allowed to be created around us," Mayer 
said. 


Since he became city planning direc- 


tor in November, 1968, one of Mayer's 
major campaigns has been against urban 
ugliness.. 
. 
- 


In a recent address to the Planning 


Commissioners Institute of the Ldague of 
California Cities, Mayer asserted that the 
"disgraceful appearance of most of our 
cities . ; . represents the visual expres- 
sion of the compromises and accommoda- 
tions that have been made in our society." 


"IT RELATES back to man's single- 


minded pursuit of the almighty dollar, 
and to a society which has basically per- 
mitted everyone to make as much money 
as possible without regard to the conse- 
quences,'* he said. 


Mayer said some of the urban ugliness 


obviously is an "untended by-product of 
ignorance and unconsciousness," but con- 
tended that some has resulted from 
"sheer maliciousness.'* 


' 'City d e v e l o p ment and redevelop- 


ment," he said, "is still largely depend- 
ent upon the often emotional fancy of the 
individual developer or entrepreneur." 


One of the worst "contributors to ur- 


ban ugliness and chaos" is the advertis- 
ing sign, Mayer declared. 
r 


"There, has got to be some reasonable 


ordinance relationship developed whereby 
the size, design and location of signing 
are related to the size of buildings or 


sites on which they are affixed, and to 
the speed of traffic, whether pedestrian 
or vehicular, that the signs must commu- 
nicate with," Mayer said. 


In liis presentations to various civic 


groups, Mayer illustrates his talk with 
color slides, particularly showing the 
abuse of advertising signing by some 
businesses. 


"After many years of a totally Insensi- 


tive approach to the development of in- 
dustrial plants, industry has now realized 
that .beautification is important for its 
image and just plain good business;" the 
planning' director said. 


"We should capitalize-on this awaken- 


ing, and do all in our power to foster it," 
he said. 


This has been done in some cities by a 


joint city-property owner improvement 
district, Mayer said. . , 


"OUR CITIES have been largely de- 


veloped as free-wheeling instruments of 
individual privilege and economic exploi- 
tation under the guise of progress," he 
declared. 


"We have made our cities ugly, and 


must now pursue ways of undoing the 
damage. We must strive to make our 
cities places that delight instead of as- 
sailing the senses." 


"Sociologists tell us that environment 


is all important in developing healthy, 
productive and socially acceptable citi- 
zens who are able to live in a society that 
has been described as schizophrenic," 
iMayer said. 


It is the responsibilty of government, 


Mayer said, to "set a tone of conspicuous 
excellence" in all its development to pro- 
vide examples for the- private sector to 
follow.

A Baptist Credo, Methodist Golden 
Couples, Presbyterians & 'Tongues

Long Beach's Kirst Bap- 


tist Church has made a 
significant departure from 
tradition. Because of what 
it sees as a watering down 
of 
the 
faith 
in 
many 


churches today, the con- 
gregation on Tenth and 
Pine has come up with a 
"Statement 
of Faith and 


Belief" which it asks its 
people to affirm. 


Well, 
"departure 
from 


tradition" is only in a sec- 
ondary sense -• that Bap- 
tists 
historically , have 


shied away from ereedal 
pronouncements, 
empha- 


sizing instead the priest- 
hood of each believer be- 
fore God. 


The statement, actually 


aims at reaffirming the 
more central heart of Bap- 
tist tradition — the uiuie- 
viatlng belief in (he Bible 
as the infallible Word of 
God. This, Incidentally, is 
mi issue which has recent- 
ly come front and center 
most sharply within the 
giant 
Southern 
Baptist 


Convention. 


First 
Baptist 
is 
an 


American Baptist Conven- 
tion affiliated church — 
formerly 
known as the 


''Northern Baptists." How- 
ever, of all the major de- 
nominations, the word "af- 
filiation" has perhaps the 
least practical meaning to 
Baptists. Exercising this 
jealously guarded right of 
autonomy of the individual 
congregation, First Baptist 
some time ago decided to 
state that it is "not affili- 
ated 
with the 
National 


Council of Churches," to 
which the American Bap- 
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tist Convention IS affiliat- 
ed. 


First 
Baptist's 
State- 


ment of Faith and Belief, 
proposed by the pastor, 
Rov. Dr. Frank M. Kcp- 
ner, is prefaced by a rec- 
ognition of the non-creedal 
tradition, then adds ''We 
must 
realize, 
however, 


that in this modern age 
there 
is 
an increasing 


prevalence or prophesied 
apostasy in many church- 
es, and it now seems wise 
to' recommend a Statement 
of Faith for our church, 
for two reasons. First, that 
the world may know ex- 
actly where we as a peo- 
ple stand in relation to 
'the faith once delivered' 
and, 
second, that our pro- 


spective teachers, officers, 
and board and committee 
members may have (lie 
opportunity of thus testify- 
ing to their beliefs in the 
realm of the spiritual." 


Heart of the statement 


is: "We believe the Bible 
to be the inspired, infalli- 
ble 
revelation 
of 
God, 


completely without error 
. . . We.believe the Bible 
is the final and absolute 
authority 
in matters of 


faith and practice." 


It continues with state- 


ments on God, Uie trinity, 
Jesus Christ ("as the one 


and only Savior of men"), 
the Holy Spirit, Salvation, 
and the Church, with Bibli- 
cal 
references for 
each 


stated 
position 
and rou- 


t-hides with the pledge "1 
hereby subscribe to and 
affirm 
the above state- 


ment of faith and belief in 
its entirety." 


Observers do not think 


the ingredients of a "rift" 
are present on the subject 
within this church. The 
overwhelming majority of 
the congregation is seen as 
agreeing with the pastor 
that proclaiming their fun- 
damental beliefs is at this 
moment more important 
than sticking to the "non- 
creedal" Baptist tradition.

you've got to have a tough 
streak in you. So adversity 
makes you a man.

make a car that would last 
for the life of the owner. 
And he decided that the 
only way to do that was to 
begin with some adversity. 
He constructed .what he 
called 
a 
tumbling ma- 


chine. It consisted of two 
huge cogs set about six 
feet apart flush with the 
floor. 
He 
and 
Charles 


Rolls 
chained the rear 


wheels of an automobile to 
the floor over those cogs. 
Then the car motor was 
started and accelerated to 
the equivalent of 60 miles 
an hour. The cogs turning 
at this speed produced in 
effect the situation of a 
car being driven at high 
speed over railroad tracks. 


This grueling test really 


took, the car apart. First, 
the radiator fell off. Then 
the transmission went out. 
Then the gear box broke 
down. The rear axle gave 
way and the frame bent. 
In the end, the chassis was 
separated from the body 
of the car. 


But Rolls and Royce re- 


fused to be discouraged. 
They invested 
all their 


funds and exercised great 
persistence 
developing 


new and stronger alloys 
and giving close attention 
to each part of their auto- 
mobile that had broken 
down. Finally came . the 
day when for 95 hours con- 
tinuously the car was tum- 
bled on those cogs without 
any part breaking. It was 
figured that each car en- 
dured the equivalent of 
driving 250,000 miles on 
this rigorous test basis. 


This p a r t i c u l a r car 


would probably not have 
been created without, what 
we might call, manufac- 
tured adversity. Each per- 
son is tested by experi- 
ence on "cogs" that bump 
and buffet us unmerciful- 
ly. But this is part of life's 
way of making us (have 
what It takes. Out of ad- 
versity, men rise to the 
stature of great human 
beings. Adversity is the 
stuff that makes stronger 
and wiser people,
